We lately gave an account of a school in Healds- 


burg. In’ the beautiful valleys with which our | 


‘State abounds, where families are rapidly settling 
and homes are springivg up, we expect nothing else 


than tosee both the Common and High School re-. 
ceiving proper attention and liberal: patronage. 


Schools equally desirable and efficient ‘ate also to 


be found in the mountains. In a corner of our | 


‘columns our readers have perhaps seen a modest 
advertisment of a school near Chinese Camp, in 
Tuolumne county. The location of this school 


_is probably the finest in the mountains. It is in a 


little valley of two hundred acres, well shaded with 
large oaks, and owned by the proprietor. It is 
situated about a mile from any public road, and two 
miles from ‘Chinese Camp, and the same distance 
from Jacksonville, so that the scholars are free from 
the interruptions and influences of camp or town, 
which to the yonth in the mountains are often so 
pernicious. Attached to the school is a garden 
and a ranch. - Boys can keep their ponies in the 


latter without charge, or work in the garden if 


their services. 

The school is designed for both males and fe— j 
males. All branehes of an English and classical ed- 
-ucation are taught,and the pupils are under the im-

This, you perceive, is 
not, doing to others as you would that they should 
do to you. 

3. L.deem it anohristian to sleep with the bead 


to injure one’s health while offering worship ; and 
all physicians admit that such position is liable to 
produce sore throat and hoarseness. Besides, flies 
‘sometimes get into the mouth on such occasions, 
and by their injudicious explorations, tickle the 
delicate membranes and cause horrible sterputations 
and coughings, which I am told are very injurious 
tohealth 

4, Tov sleep with the head resting on the back of 
the worshipper, and the face burried up in the cuffs 
of the coat, is a most improper way of offering | 
sleep-worship. First, because it also is injurious 
to health, and is altogether a very unsafe way of 
performing the duty ; and second, and mainly be- 
cause it is a sin—a direct violation of the Scrip-— 
tures which command us to let our light shine that 
men may profit by our example. In this case it is 
impossible to know whether the Christian worship- 
per is asleep or awake.

In 1850, a Mr. Hinckley who i ig.| 
now a resident of one of the Eastern States, | 
‘commenced the foundry business on First 
street. A small wooden building was erected, 
one moulder employed, and casting done once. 
a week. This was the amount of. business, 
which with two or three other establishments 
of the kind supplied ‘the entire demand for 
the country. In 1854, Mr. B. Goddard 


Mr. Hinckley for $13,000. In the mean'time 
business had so increased that five moulders | 
' were engaged and casting done three times a 


| week. In 1859 we find the Pacific Foundry a 


very different establishment from that left by. 
its founder. The ground covered by the present: 
works fronts eighty-seven feet on First street, 
and extending two hundred and seventy-five | 
feet, clear through to Fremont street. ‘The 
patterns which are stored away when counted 
in as stock in trade, amount to more than 


| $60,000 dollars, and is probably by far the 


largest collection and greates: a aah on 
the Pacific coast. 

In the machine shop eight lathes and two. 
planing mills are kept in constant motion by 
an engine of thirty-five horse. power. Here 
we saw the greatest amount and variety of 
shafts, rods, screws and pieces of machinery, 
turned off with the highest polish and perfec 
tion called for in the bill. 

The blacksmith-shop is sixty by forty. In 
it are five forges, going all the time, the fires 
of which are blown by a fan worked by steam. 
Near the centre stands an immense steam 
hammer which can be worked with such com- 
plete control, that the operator can, with equal 
ease, draw a wire or weld an anchor. Every | 
blow can produce an earthquake or fall so: 


| gingerly as not to crack an egg; it can work 
rapidly as.a carpenter making-time-on his-~ 


as if it: belonged | 


to the corporation chain gang. ‘The new 


{] building just erected isthe Foundry proper; it 


is sixty by eighty and has two cupolas; its 
cost was ‘about $10,000. It contains also two 
core ovens for drying castings, one of. which is 
fourteen by twenty. Here the ‘largest kinds 
of castings ever made can be cast, pieces , 
weighing thirty:tons or upwards. The crane 
rigged up for this heavy work is of ‘sufficient: 
power to lift and move fifty tons at a time. 

So here; where a few yearsago, one moulder | 
supplied the demand, and casting once a week 
‘was the extent of the business, we: find from | 


| sixty to eighty men busily engaged in the differ- 


ent departments, and the average weight of. 
iron melted and cast daily, about six thousand |’ 
pounds, -These statements show the growth 
of a single establishment. There are five or 
six other Foundries in the city, some of them 
of long standing, whose progress may have 
been, for aught we know, in a simiilar ratio, 
and yet we are told that the foundry business 
‘in California is but just begun. It is when 
we take pains to go into such details, that 
we feel authorized to make assertions respect- 
ing the progress of improvements in Cal- 


| ifornia, which to our eastern and distant 
neighbors, seem so incredible, wild and ex- 


‘ travagant. e could multiply instances of 
_thesame sort, but this for the present must. 
suffice. We will resume the subject again. —

It does not allow the liberty of equivocal 
expressions which convey a false meaning of 
things. Thought must be given in precise 
terms that cannot bé mistaken. It does not 
‘allow prejudiced and narrow conceptions of 
great duties or truths to be treated as traths. 
It does not allow the peculiarities of individ- 
ual constitution to warp the judgment so that 
falsehood is made to appear truth. Liberty 
of the press does not, allow unfeir criticisms. 
Injustice and meanness must not enter into it 
—misrepresentations never. Neither must this 
liberty of the press be intolerant of the opin- 
ions of others. It must believe that it is ca- 
pable of learning and being taught. It has 
‘not the liberty of unjust personal attack nor 


courtesy cannot be granted as among the lib- 
erties of the press—of which one instance 
must suffice. If H. W. Beecher writes for a 
paper,-and it is formally stated that all articles 
signed asterisk, are from his pen, any individ. 
ual in reply to him, would be justified in going 
behind the nom-de-plume, and speak of H. 
W. B. if another one of the Beecher 
family signs himself “ Gray,” the liberty of the 
press does not permit the going beyond the 
simple signature, Gray, but must deal with it 
alone; and not the veritable Beecher. Let 
this suffice for what is not permitted the liberty

With: respect to churches, very few thought 
of such things, though everything else was 
building all over the city, so that the sound of 
the hammer-strokes falling thick and fast, was 
like the pattering of the rain drops on the 
roof in a shower, none of them.drove nails in 
building charches.
